Amendments are entered. Claims 11-100 are pending. Non-elected invention is not 
canceled. Claims 11-42 and 100 are rejected; claims 43-99 are withdrawn from 
consideration as non- elected invention. 

Arguments were fully considered but are found persuasive in-part therefore, 
rejection under Rao is withdrawn while others are maintained for the same reason 
as set forth in our previous office action. 

The arguments that "reducing composition" is different from the prior art 
composition are not persuasive, as composition is not relied upon the intended use. 
Note, that presently claimed invention is not drawn to the method of use. The 
composition no matter for what is the use is considered obvious unless any 
criticality is shown. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claim 100 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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It is unclear what is the meaning of "of the formula" in claim 100. Deletion of 
this is suggested, as there is no formula in claim 100.
